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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

The substitute specification submitted on April 1 , 2003 has been accepted and 
entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 44 and 45 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
The display device recited in these claims are not directed to a HMD or DMD (claims 
23-43 and 46-47) and are considered distinct for their specific structure. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 44-45 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 23-43 and 46-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Cobb et al (US 6,522,474). Cobb et al teaches a display device having a 
digital micro-mirror device (col. 9, lines 64-67) that comprises a multiplicity of 
individually electronically controlled mirrors, where each mirror has a first position and a 
second position (this is essentially the definition of a DMD). There is at least one light 
source for projecting light onto the digital micro-mirror display device in a first position 
into an eye and a second position into the other eye (col. 4, lines 5-45). There is a pair 
of concave mirrors that focus and direct light into the eyes of a viewer to produce two 
separate images (see Fig. 1). There are a series of plane (NOTE SPELLING: not 
PLAIN) mirrors and concave mirrors and lenses (see Fig. 1). Providing color filtration is 
well known in the prior art (col. 1 , lines 33-35). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-22 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
